Incidentally, the inorganic particles 2a are recovered from the dross 4 in accordance with 
the kind of the flux 3 used in the step shown in Fig. IB. For example, when water-soluble flux 3 
is used, the inorganic particles 2a can be recovered by dissolving the flux 3 in water or a suitable 
solvent. When high-temperature evaporative flux 3 is used, the inorganic particles 2a can be 
recovered by baking the whole of the dross 4.
